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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 . Claims 1-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lavery 
et al. (# WO 0037258). 

Lavery et al. discloses a method of marking a medium, a means for marking a 
substrate, and a print head wit orifice plate including: 

• An orifice plate comprising at least two orifices (page: 14, line: 25-30; page: 1 1 , 
line: 5-10); wherein at least one orifice prints a first reactive ink; wherein at least one 
other orifice prints a fixer or a second reactive ink; wherein the first reactive ink and the 
fixer or second reactive ink react to form a solid precipitate; and wherein the solid 
precipitate is redispersible in at least one of the fixer or the first reactive ink, or the 
second reactive ink (page: 1, line: 22-30; page: 5, line: 10-30). 

• The orifice plate comprises at least two arrays of orifices and wherein one array 
prints the reactive ink and another array prints the fixer or the second reactive ink (see 
Examples). 
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• The at least one other orifice prints a fixer and the fixer comprises a positively 
charged species, wherein the positively charged species is a polymer (see Abstract; 
page: 3, line: 25-30). 

• The fixer is selected from the group consisting of poly(ethyleneimine) (page: 3, 
line: 34). 

• The fixer comprises polyethyleneimine and poly(biguanidine) or salts thereof 
(page: 3, line: 10-25). 

• The printing is controlled by an electronic device (see Examples; page: 1 1 , line: 
5-10) and ink includes at least two dyes (page: 8, line: 6-10; 19-21).
